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Since 1 842, Hollins has been a place for young women to grow and 
thrive in an excellent learning environment and place they can call home. 

So much history is written here, building stories and memories that outlive 
those who attend here. These stories are passed down through 
generations, through legacies, history books, photographs, and of course 
yearbooks. Having the opportunity to visit the Hollins Room where 
Hollins history and Literary works are assembled in one beautiful 
room, the Spinster sits published back to year 1903. This record of Hollins 
women represents something special, as more than just the educational 
but the social experiments of Hollins women. As one of the oldest yearbook 
publications in the state, it is vital we maintain these archives so our future 
Hollins sisters and daughters may relive what we see here today. We 
publish this yearbook to encourage the participation in something truely 
remarkable, something we might not fully value until the time has 
passed, and we want all to remember and share this 

iUHjC for generations to come. 
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Everyone remembers the trepidation and excitement that 
accompanied hauling all our stuff to Hollins for the very first time. For some 
of us, this memory isn't so long ago. First-years had many new choices and 
experiences waiting for them at Hollins - from meeting new roommates 
and perhaps living away from home their first time, to registering for 
classes and all the important decisions of how to decorate their tiny space 
that would soon become "home." We're glad to report that everyone 
seems to have survived - even enjoyed the process. 
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At Hollins, there is a tradition that only seniors can walk on the Front 
Quad...and First Step marks their very first opportunity to do sol This joyous 
tradition celebrating the achievement of the incoming graduating class is 
filled with Hollins spirit and song. It actually combines many traditions into 
one: seniors are bedecked in their fabulous, meticulously decorated robes, 
and come bearing the adorned bottles of non - alcholic champagne given 
to them by their Ring Sisters the previous year.

Creative 



Hollins is renowned for its English and Creative Writing program. Not only 
have well respected alumnae graduated from the department, but it has also been 
ranked one of the top 20 in the nation. 


The small class size, diverse classes, and involved professors make it easy to explain 
why this is. On campus, an extensive number of guest readings and a yearly writers- 
in-residence offer students a chance to expand their view and learn from new 
sources. Meanwhile, they’re encouraged to share their craft in student publications 
such as The Album, a periodical, or Cargoes, a literary/art journal. 
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Classical Studies 

Classical studies is not just ancient history - its language, poetry, gender and 
women's studies, tragedy, comedy, science, philosophy, art, architecture, oratory, 
politics, and religion combined. Classical studies intersects with 90 percent of the 
academic disciplines in a modern liberal arts program, and because of that, it can 
stand alone as a dynamic and challenging field of study, or can complement almost 
any other major providing a solid historical background. Students learn to recite 
poetry in language classes, give presentations in advanced literature and art classes, 
participate in field trips to museums, and perform scenes from tragedies and 
comedies in theatre courses. 


Students of History do more than study the past. They learn to think broadly 
and critically, to look beyond what happened to why. History is not only inherently 
interesting - where else can you read about Julius Caesar, Queen Elizabeth, and the 
Beatles and get academic credit for it? - It's also good preparation for anything else 
you do. It's good preparation because what historians teach is how to make 
arguments based on evidence, which is useful in law, business, advertising, 
personnel management, and journalisml 
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Social Science 



Education 


As no College or university in Virginia offers a major in education, Hollins offers a 
teacher license in a liberal arts discipline while students also take a sequence of 
education courses. Education courses emphasize content knowledge, principles of 
effective teaching and learning, and specific skills. Not only do students learn more 
about art, history, math, science, and other disciplines, but students also learn how 
to present these subjects to children in ways that engage them and encourage their 
interest in learning. 

Students acquiring the education certificate are given the opportunity to work in 
classrooms and gain hands on experience with your own pupils. Student teaching is 
a challenging experience, almost a full-time job. Students find themselves face-to-face 
with people from widely differing backgrounds, with widely divergent abilities and 
interests. As student teachers students have pupils who depend on the quality of 
your work and the enthusiasm they bring. 

Gender and Women’s Studies examines, through a variety of disciplines, the 
social systems through which categories such as gender are formed, and the nature 
of oppression and privilege, as well as resistance. The department is dedicated to 
critical thinking as well as supporting student activism. The Gender and Women's 
Studies department requires all students to complete an internship. This experience 
helps them prepare for their future careers and develop the concepts they've learned 
in the classroom. Students experiences include working at a battered women's 
shelter, the Center for Disease Control, and the First Lady's White House staff. They 
also work with clubs and agencies on campus such as FMLA (Feminist Majority 
Leadership Alliance) and CASA (Coalition Against Sexual Assault). 
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Seonomies 

For Business Majors class assignments, team projects, simulations, and class 
presentations help students feel at ease in future business settings. Because of their 
experiences in the classroom and interactions with faculty and local professionals, 
students are more confident and feel better prepared during their job interviews. 

One of the exciting ways the Hollins business major engages their students includes 
requiring them to take six core courses, a capstone course, and at least one 
internship. They manage an ongoing business, which requires making decisions in 
areas such as operation, marketing, and finance. Students are divided into small 
teams and each team assumes control of a company that operates on an 
international scale. All teams take over a company with identical features, such as 
value and type of assets, financial resources, etc., but as they make decisions 
regarding marketing, logistics, distribution, production, quality control, and finance, 
they attain different levels of profitability and growth. 

A good understanding of economic principles helps Hollins students to 
analyze economic trends and the government's response. By exploring economic 
theories that help explain human behavior, students learn to develop their own 
arguments and to evaluate their own values regarding issues discussed in class. 
Students studying economics learn to understand how the global economy works, 
interpret the significance of national and international economic events, collect and 
interpret statistical data, evaluate the effects of monetary and fiscal policies, examine 
the effects of socioeconomic trends, examine the effects of gender, race, and class 
on economic opportunities, and examine the effects of growth on the ecology and 
natural environment. From investment banking to international finance, from doing 
market research to being the CEO of their own company, economics majors have 
achieved success in a variety of professions. 
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‘To/m io Natural Sc iences, 
Biology, & Chemislrv 

Hollins Biology is a fast-paced, hands-on and competitive major. Students 
majoring in biology not only learn ideas in class, they put these ideas to work in 
the labs they attend once a week. Every student is urged to create their own tests 
and hypothesis, and seniors work closely with their professors on studies done on 
fish, birds, worms, and every part of the world around them. Class topics range 
from the microscopic to how everything is connected, and everything in between. 


Chemistry is an experimental science. A thorough understanding of its 
concepts and techniques comes only through their application in the laboratory. In 
chemistry, the laboratory is a natural extension of the classroom, where theory is 
reinforced by observation and analysis. Laboratories are equipped with some of 
the latest equipment, including gas and high-performance liquid chromatographs, 
infrared spectrophotometers, an atomic absorption spectrometer, and a nuclear 
magnetic resonance spectrometer. 

The field of environmental studies explores the relationship between humans 
and the environment. To fully understand the causes and consequences of 
environmental problems and to acquire skills for developing potential solutions 
requires an interdisciplinary approach that draws on the natural and social 
sciences and the humanities. The goal of the environemental studies program is to 
provide students with a holistic understanding of enviromental issues of local, 
national, and global importance. 























( Mu u Mtilh & Psychology 

The Psychology Department at Hollins offers studies ranging from 
personality to animal behavior. Each professor's area of study is engaging and 
connected; and the courses a student must take for their major are in-depth and 
hands-on. complete with surveys, social experiments including a rat lab that not 
only teaches responsibility but accountability and time management. As a major, 
student's take a series of core courses designed to acquaint them with the areas 
that constitute modern psychology, with emphasis on research methods and the 
scientific roots of psychology including the following areas: child, clinical, 
cognitive, biological or general psychology. 

The Study Of Mathematics is motivated by its intrinsic beauty as well as its 
applicability to everyday life. Studying mathematics also strengthens critical and 
analytical problem-solving skills. One of the specialized programs to help students 
think critically and creatively is the use of Maple, a mathematical/statistical software 
program designed to help college students learn mathematical concepts. It has 
packages for algebra, calculus, differential equations, linear algebra, statistics, 
probability, and much more. The plots, 3-D graphics, and animation make 
visualizing mathematics easier than ever before, and easier visualization goes hand 
in hand with a more concrete understanding of concepts. 
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Mu u Philosophy & Religion 

Philosophy is the study of general and fundamental problems concerning 
matters such as existence, knowledge, truth, beauty, law, justice, validity, mind, 
and language. Philosophy is distinguished from other ways of addressing these 
questions (such as mysticism or mythology) by its critical, generally systematic 
approach and its reliance on reasoned argument. Philosophy is a wonderful course 
of study for pre-law and other fields or professions that require analytical skills and 
clear thinking. 

Religious Studies focuses on the world's religions, their rituals, beliefs, 
texts, and ethical systems, as well as the various cultural contexts that shape, and 
are in turn shaped by, religious communities and beliefs. The major offers critical 
understandings of religion as community and individual enterprise, especially as 
religion relates to other human endeavors in the allied fields. 
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Communication 

Foreign Language Majors are beneficial in todays world with the ever- 
expanding immigration rates into the U.S. More and more business is done over 
seas and with clients of a non-English speaking origin even in the U.S. Majors 
include French and Spanish, which also both offer their own specialty houses for 
students serious about or interested in the studies of their choice language. 

Communication Studies encompasses a wide range of topics and 
contexts ranging from face-to-face conversation, to speeches, to mass media 
outlets such as television broadcasting. Communication studies, as a discipline, is 
also often interested in how audiences interpret information and the political, 
cultural, economic, and social dimensions of speech and language in context.

One of a few schools its size with a strong art department, Hollins offers a focus 
in art history or studio art to its majors. Its small, individualized classes, as well as 
an encouraging, supportive atmosphere, focus on women in art, and a strong 
artist-in-residence program. Art is a popular major at Hollins. The art department 
sponsors and encourages a variety of internships, offering students the 
opportunity to work as close as the Eleanor D. Wilson Museum or as far away as 
the Los Angeles Municipal Art Gallery. They also sponsor great opportunities to 
study abroad, offering majors the chance to study in Italy, France, and Greece, 
just to name a few. 

Production classes in film/video are also small and are conducted in a supportive 
atmosphere that emphasizes personal touch, creative development and technical 
mastery of craft. Students have many opportunities to exhibit and screen their 
work to the campus and general public. 


Artist • In - Residence: Blnh Danh 

This years Frances Niederer Artist-in-Residence was Binh Danh. While Danh 
was at Hollins he displayed his exhibit entitled In the Eclipse of Angkor. The 
exhibit focused on the Cambodian genocide and the memories that war and 
terror evokes. Through his chlorophyll prints, which reveal the images of 
genocide victims, Danh explains the process of memory which takes place 
through nature. He also created a set of daguerreotypes printed on mirror 
surfaces to evoke a sense of memory in the viewer as they saw their own face 
reflected within the image of genocide. Danh combined science and art to create 
a whole new medium. Through this medium, and his daguerreotype mirrors, 
Danh brought to Hollins a nostalgic look into the consequences of a nation at 
war.

Theatre students at Hollins participate fully in every aspect of theatre 
production, including; acting, musical theatre, design, directing, stage 
management, and technical production. At the same time, classroom work 
provides a solid foundation in history, theory, aesthetics, and technique. 

Across the spectrum of the program, three complementary processes - the 
individual creative process, the collaborative process, and the critical/analytical 
process - are given equal attention. The course of study culminates in the senior 
project, which demonstrates the students knowledge of theatre, integrates 
formerly compartmentalized areas of study, and poses new questions and 
challenges. 

This year, Hollins Theatre performed several productions including Savage In 
Limbo, Doubt. Ramona Quimby. Chicago, and senior thesis play performances.

Dance extends far beyond its traditional boundaries at Hollins. Students 
learn to think of dance as a dynamic form, full of possibilities for growth and 
innovation. Dancers are encouraged to discover, refine, and celebrate who they 
are as artists. With an emphasis on transdisciplinary study, the program aims to 
support a wide variety of student interests by offering outstanding technique 
classes, an international visiting artist roster, and extensive opportunities to 
perform and craft. 

In addition, Hollins is home of two dance companies, the Hollins Repertory Dance 
Company and the Hollins Dance Project. The HRDC is made up of undergraduate 
dance majors, and has garnered national attention for its imaginative, energy-filled 
performances. Graduate students and independent professional dancers perform 
with the Hollins Dance Project, Hollins' professional company in residence.

develop her potential through personal growth.
